To  His  Worship  the  Mayor , the  Aldermen , and  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  Gillingham. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report,  in 
accordance  with  the  Public  Health  Act,  which  treats  of  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  Borough  of  Gillingham,  also  of  the  measures  which 
have  been  adopted  for  keeping  it  in  a satisfactory  state,  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1907 . 

The  geological  formation  of  this  district,  which  is  well  known  to 
those  who  live  in  the  district,  consists  of  soil  composed  of  part  loam  and 
part  gravel,  with  a marked  subsoil  of  chalk,  and  in  several  places  brick 
earth.

Now  follows  an  Analysis  of  the  Vital  Statistics  of  seventy-six  of  the 
largest  English  Town  during  the  year  1907.  (See  Form  VII.) 
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DIPTHERIA. 

From  this  disease  there  were  notified  to  me  twenty-three  cases  as 
against  twenty-nine  for  last  year.  Of  this  number  ten  were  removed  to 
our  Infectious  Hospital  for  treatment.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this 
disease,  and  those  under  my  care  in  the  Hospital  were  of  a mild  type. 
House  refuse  being  regularly  and  systematically  removed  is  of  benefit, 
and  also  keeping  domestic  animals  farther ' away  from  back  additions, 
while  also  main  sewers  are  regularly  flushed,  and  immediate  attention  is 
also  given  to  blocking  or  overflowing  of  drains,  also  much  improvement 
is  being  done  by  carrying  fresh  air  ventilators  up  sides  of  buildings. 

ENTERIC  OR  TYPHOID  FEVER. 

From  this  disease  there  were  fifty-one  notifications,  while  last  year 
fortv-three  were  notified,  and  eleven  were  the  number  of  deaths.  It  is 
extremely  difficult  to  trace  the  scource  of  these  cases.  They  have  not 
occurred  at  one  particular  part  of  the  town,  or  from  the  milk  of  any 
special  dairy,  and  only  a very  small  proportion  had  eaten  of  shell  fish, 
and  our  water  supply  is  periodically  examined  by  the  Chemical  Research 
Association,  and  also  by  the  Analysts  of  the  Water  Company.  No  wells 
are  in  use,  there  are  but  very  few  cesspools,  and  all  fresh-air  inlets  and 
outlets  of  the  sewers  are  continually  examined. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

From  this  disease  there  were  but  six  deaths.  Although  from  my 
observations  and  the  remarks  of  parents,  there  have  been  more  cases 
than  in  previous  years.  This  is  not  included  under  the  headings  of 
Notifiable  Diseases,  so  that  I have  no  accurate  idea  of  the  real  number 
of  cases. 


DIARRHCEA  (including  Enteritis). 

The  number  or  cases  who  died  from  these  diseases  were  but  nine, 
as  against  fifty-seven  for  last  year,  and  they  were  in  the  summer  months. 

From  measles  there  were  thirteen  deaths  as  against  three  for  last 
year.  It  is,  as  a rule,  the  bronchitis  after  this  disease  which  is  so  fatal 
to  child  life.  No  cases  of  small-pox  occurred  during  the  year. 

From  the  diseases  of  the  chest  or  respiratory  organs,  there  were 
fifty-two  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  or  phthisis.  Other  tubercu- 
lar diseases  there  were  thirteen  deaths  ; twenty-one  deaths  occurred  from 
pneumonia,  while  fifty-eight  were  from  bronchitis,  and  one  death  from 
pleurisy ; there  were  thirty-seven  deaths  from  heart  disease ; ten  deaths 
were  reported  as  from  accidents,  and  nine  from  suicide ; and  there  were 
thirty-six  deaths  from  cancer  or  malignant  disease. 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-one  cases  were  notified  as  suffering  from  this 
disease,  but  only  three  deaths  occurred,  which  leads  me  to  think  that 
many  of  them  were  of  an  extremely  mild  character.  In  fact,  it  was  my 
experience  in  my  own  private  practice,  and  from  cases  which  were  sent 
to  Hospital.  The  work  of  fumagating  rooms  and  clothing  is  undertaken 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff.

Annual  Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  1907. 

The  undermentioned  is  the  list  of  work  of  the  sanitary  department 
which  has  been  carried  out  in  the  Borough. 

During  the  year,  eighty-eight  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  thirty-two  cases 
of  enteric  fever,  and  ten  cases  of  diphtheria,  were  removed  to  the 
Infectious  Hospital,  and  all  infected  houses,  bedding  and  clothing, 
have  been  disinfected  after  the  removal  of  the  patients.  Total  number 
of  houses  disinfected  after  removal  135. 

The  number  of  Infectious  cases  treated  at  their  homes  during  the 
year  are  sixty-three  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  nineteen  enteric  fever,  thirteen 
diphtheria,  and  twenty-one  erysipelas. 

The  number  of  houses  disinfected  during  the  year  are  10 1. 

The  removal  of  dead  bodies  from  their  homes  to  the  mortuary, 
and  orders  given  for  burial  of  same  by  order  of  Dr.  Warren,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  was  four. 

The  number  of  slaughter-houses  in  the  Borough  are  seventeen, 
these  premises  are  periodically  inspected,  and  found  to  be  in  a satis- 
factory condition. 
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The  cowsheds,  dairies,  and  milkshops  are  inspected  periodically 
throughout  the  district.  Cowsheds  receive  special  attention  from  the 
Veterinary  Surgeon. 

The  factories,  workshops  and  workrooms  have  been  inspected 
periodically  throughout  the  district,  and  report  of  same  attached. 

During  the  year,  I have  had  six  trunks  of  fish  brought  to  me  by 
different  fishmongers  in  the  Borough  to  be  condemned  as  being  unfit 
for  the  food  of  man.

The  dairies  and  cowsheds  are  regularly  inspected  by  the  Veterinary 
Surgeon  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  they  bring  to  my  notice  any 
points  which  they  consider  require  special  attention,  viz.: — due  ventil- 
ation, light  and  want  of  air  space,  which  are  important  especially  where 
cows  are  not  turned  out.  Lime-washing  is  done  regularly ; nearly  all 
are  connected  with  the  main  drainage  system  ; manure  is  also  regularly 
removed,  and  I find  owners  willing  to  accept  advice  and  fall  in  with  our 
views. 

Milkshops  are  all  registered  and  regularly  inspected. 

The  slaughter-houses  in  the  district  have  all  received  special  atten- 
tion and  visiting,  especially  as  the  license  has  to  be  renewed  year  by 
year,  and  it  behoves  all  owners  and  occupiers  of  same  to  see  that  they 
are  kept  in  a thoroughly  sanitary  condition,  or  the  power  to  slaughter 
will  be  withdrawn,  and  I have  no  doubt,  in  time  to  come,  many  of  the 
old  slaughter-houses  will  be  condemned,  and  a public  abattoir  will  be 
provided,  and  all  killing  will  be  done  under  proper  supervision. 

Fish  shops,  especially  those  where  frying  takes  place,  receives 
much  attention,  and  it  is  certainly  very  necessary  as  the  smell  is  at  times 
very  offensive,  if  not  carried  up  into  the  flues.  The  new  pattern  frying 
apparatus,  all  enclosed,  is  a great  improvement  on  the  open  hood  system, 
and  I think  they  will  soon  become  unniversal.  These  shops  have  been 
inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Committee,  as  several  complaints  were 
received  in  reference  to  them. 

The  bakehouses  in  the  district  are  in  a good  condition,  and  are 
kept  clean,  have  plenty  of  light  and  ventilation.  All  shops  where  food 
for  the  consumption  of  man  is  sold,  are  carefully  watched,  both  as  to 
cleanliness  and  quality  of  food  sold. 

According  to  the  Factory  Act,  the  supervision  of  workshops,  work- 
places and  home-workers,  all  come  under  the  control  of  the  Local 
Authority.  Regular  inspection  is  given  to  these  places.  The  points 
that  require  special  attention  are  due  cleanliness,  ventilation  ; that  the 
amount  of  air-space  is  sufficient-;  that  the  floor  drainage  is  in  proper 
condition  ; also  other  drainage  properly  panned  and  trapped,  and  that 
suitable  sanitary  conveniences  are  provided  for  both  sexes.  Again 
advice  has  to  be  given  in  reference  to  proper  precautions  for  guarding 
against  fire.  The  various  millinery  establishments  have  to  be  visited,  all 
dressmakers’  work-rooms  and  premises  have  to  be  inspected  in  reference 
to  air-space  and  general  cleanliness,  and  to  see  that  no  over-crowding 
takes  place.  The  addresses  of  all  out-workers  are  kept  in  a register,  so 
that  visits  can  be  made  to  see  that  no  infectious  disease  is  in  the  house, 
and  that  the  rooms  where  the  work  is  carried  on  are  also  clean. 

The  report  showing  the  action  taken,  the  number  of  work-shops, 
&c.,  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  house  refuse  is  collected  three  times  a week  from  all  parts  of 
the  district,  in  carts  provided  with  sliding  tops,  which  often  require 
attention,  as  if  they  are  not  in  a satisfactory  condition,  the  object  of 
covering  in,  which  is  to  prevent  the  light  material  from  blowing  about 
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the  streets,  and  also  to  prevent  the  objectionable  effluvia  which  will 
arise  from  decaying  matter,  is  very  much  lessened.  The  collected 
material  is  taken  to  Commodore  Hard,  there  deposited  and  burned. 
But  as  that  spot  is  nearly  filled  in,  the  Council  are  making  arrangements 
for  a Destructor,  which  I think,  if  placed  in  a fairly  central  part  of  the 
town,  will  conduce  to  have  the  streets,  earlier  in  the  day,  cleared  of  the 
very  odd  collection  of  buckets,  boxes,  and  various  articles  placed  in 
front  of  the  houses  w'ith  the  refuse  in.  The  use  of  sanitary  dust-bins 
w'ould  be  a great  improvement.  The  removal  of  fish  refuse  also  receives 
attention  by  the  officials  of  the  Council. 

As  it  might  be  of  interest  to  the  Corporation,  I give  the  rainfall  for 
the  last  four  years,  w'hich  I consider  instructive.  It  is  worthy  of  mention 
that  one  inch  of  rain  means  that  it  is  equal  to  22,000  gallons  per  acre, 
and  14,500,000  per  square  mile,  and,  provided  it  all  percolates  into  the 
earth,  every  inch  would  yield  per  square  mile  40,000  gallons  per  day  for 
one  year. 

These  return  are  taken  and  kindly  sent  to  me  by  Mr.  W.  Coles 
Finch,  the  Resident  Engineer  at  the  Luton  Water  Works,  from  which 
spot  all  our  water  is  pumped  up  into  reservoirs,  and  distributed  to  the 
town.  The  water  is  of  exceptional  purity,  is  ample  in  quantity,  but  from 
its  scource,  as  we  might  expect,  it  is  of  a hard  character.  It  has  lately 
been  examined  by  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  and  found  to  be 
in  every  way,  a most  satisfactory  water.

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Our  Hospital,  for  reception  of  infectious  cases,  is  situated  at  the 
top  of  Canterbury  Street,  and  the  Alexandra  Hospital  is  at  "Wigmore, 
but  that  one  is  especially  for  the  reception  of  small  pox  patients.  At 
the  Canterbury  Street  Hospital  we  can  accommodate  fifty  patients,  but 
if  it  remains  in  its  present  position,  some  improvements  are  required, 
and  we  certainly  want  an  improved  means  of  disinfecting  clothes, 
bedding,  and  any  articles  requiring  attention.  These  matters  have  been 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Sanitary  Committee,  who  are  giving  the 
matter  due  consideration.  The  Matron  and  Nurses  carry  out  their 
duties  in  a very  satisfactory  manner. 

The  Midwives’  Act  comes  under  the  control  of  the  Borough 
Council.  Those  we  have  in  the  district,  are  careful,  experienced  women, 
endeavouring  to  follow  out  the  Act,  both  in  reference  to  the  mother, 
child,  and  to  their  own  personal  condition.  I find,  on  visiting  their 
bags  and  appliances,  clean,  well  up-to-date,  due  attention  being  paid  to 
disinfectants.  I have  impressed  upon  them  the  necessity  of  calling  in 
medical  assistance  on  any  abnormal  condition,  also  rise  of  pulse  and 
temperature  becoming  above  normal.  The  number  of  those  on  the 
register  and  practising  in  this  district,  are  twelve.  I report  from  time  to 
time  to  the  Sanitary  Committee  anything  connected  with  the  Act. 
They  then  report  to  the  County  Council.  The  names  and  addresses 
of  those  in  actual  work  have  been  sent  by  the  Clerk  to  the  Central 
Midwives’  Board  in  London,  which  has  to  be  done  every  year. 

The  housing  accommodation  in  the  district  is  quite  sufficient,  and 
there  should  be  no  cases  of  over-crowding.  In  all  new  buildings, 
sufficiency  of  open  space  is  taken  into  consideration  before  the  plans 
are  passed,  passages  and  alleys  are  gradually  being  paved,  which  will  do 
away  with  pools  of  dirty  water  and  mud,  and  they  will  also  be  under  the 
direct  control  of  the  officials  of  the  Council.  Due  supervision  is  under- 
taken by  the  Surveyor  and  his  staff. 

The  sewage  and  drainage  in  the  Borough  is  in  good  condition,  and 
there  are  but  few  houses  not  connected  with  same,  which  is  a very  great 
improvement  to  our  cesspool  system.  It  all  flows  to  precipitation  tanks 
situated  on  the  property  of  the  Council,  near  the  River  Medway.  It  is 
treated  with  alumino  and  lime  before  effluent  passes  into  the  stream. 
Sludge  is  pressed  and  sold  to  contractors  in  the  country,  for  use  on  the 
land.  A new  storm  water  system  has  been  laid  in  under  the  supervision 
of  our  Surveyor,  and  is  certainly  a great  improvement,  especially  as,  after 
heavy  rains,  the  lower  district  used  to  be  flooded. 

In  reference  to  schools,  the  sanitary  condition  of  these  in  good 
condition.  They  are  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  see  that  all 
privies,  flushing  apparatus,  condition  of  play-grounds  and  general  drains, 
are  kept  in  thorough  repair.  The  masters,  who  are  very  observant  as  to 
any  scholars  who  appear  ill,  or  as  to  those  who  have  come  from  houses 
where  infectious  disease  has  been,  are  supplied  with  certificates  to  send 
any  suspicious  case  to  a medical  man  for  his  advice  on  same.  The  new 
memorandum  which  came  into  force  on  ist  January,  on  Medical 
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Inspection  of  Children  in  Elementary  Schools,  is  very  far  reaching,  and 
will  entail  a large  amount  of  very  careful  work,  for  the  work  to  be  done 
as  laid  down  in  the  Act. 

We  have  three  district  nurses  working,  and  they  are  highly 
appreciated,  and,  I am  pleased  to  say,  carry  out  their  work  in  a most 
praiseworthy  manner.  Many  a home  is  made  brighter  by  their  presence, 
and  many  a sufferer  relieved  in  such  a way,  as  only  skilled  hands  can 
give  ease.  There  are  many  who  would  willingly  do  good  to  friends  and 
relations,  but  are  deterred  by  want  of  knowledge,  and  it  is  then  that  the 
services  of  the  nurses  are  shown  to  the  best  advantage,  and  such  points 
as  fresh  air,  cleanliness,  which  are  at  times  forgotten,  are  points  which 
they  carry  into  all  the  houses  where  their  services  are  required,  and  the 
practical  lesson,  thus  shewn  in  one  home,  soon  spreads,  and  gives 
brightness  to  many  a one. 

Trusting  the  contents  of  this  report  will  be  satisfactory  to  the 
Corporation,
